form of mines in the Ruhr and state
forests in the Rhine provinces. From
the French point of view the mission
returned without such guaranties. Ger¬
many's last proposal which the dele-
gates brought back to-day was in effect
to transfer from the state to private in¬
dustry the whole responsibility for sup¬
plying vvcod and coal and to establish
heavy penalties for the industrialists in
the event of default.
When Poincore first heard this sug¬

gestion he considered it a joke.
Calls "Scheme" Foolish

"The Allies," said the Premier, "must
have a responsible government before
them, and it would be fooiish to pro¬
vide punishments for companies of
mine owners and hold their government
not responsible. The Treaty of Ver¬
sailles was not signed by Stinne3 and
Krupp, but by the German Republic,
.and it would be a dangerous eiicourage-
ment of the worst form of anarchy to
discharge that government of its obli-
gâtions and place them on the shoul¬
ders of private citizens.

"If the Reich admits that private in¬
dustrialists could be relied on for a
correct execution of the treaty, then
it is an admission that the German
government itself has failed in its
task and is responsible for not enforc¬
ing the laws which would have per¬
mitted it to fulfill the treaty. On the
other hand, if the Reich supposes that
these industrialists won't pay, then it
is real treachery."
The French government, therefore,

concludes that the moratorium must be
refused. In such an event there would
be a delay of one or two weeks before
a decision was reached on whether or
not Germany was in default. If this
default sh*ould be officially declared
there will bo no break among the Al¬
lies, since, under the treaty, every
AlHed government has the right to
exact p-uaranties and execute sanctions
with complete freedom of initiative.

Sir John| Bradbury has received in¬
structions from London making unani¬
mity in the Reparation Commission
impossible.

"Temps" Sees Mission a Failure
"The Temps" to-nîght echoes the

opinion of the government, saying:"With empty hands, Sir John Brad¬
bury and M. Mauclere returned to
Paris to-day after their unrentable
mission to Berlin. It 'is evident that
the Reparation Commission cannot
grant a moratorium. Germany's finan¬
cial and political policy necessarily is
leading toward a catastrophe, but
France will nor* allow herself to be
drawn down into that catastrophe.
That is why, lacking payments, guar¬
anties are necetsary.

"If the Reich were wise she would
pay future installments until a con¬
ference where i~ would be possible to
discuss the Fnfnch plan of lowering* German reparations and canceling the
inter-Allied debts, according to the
plan drawn up by the council of min¬
isters before tho Balfour note and the
London meeting. The Reichsbank has
gold and the big industrialists have
foreign bills. If the German govern¬
ment has not the courage to do its
duty as the French government did
after the Frankfort Treaty it will be
necessary to take, as soon as possible,
the guaranties indicated by Poincare."
According to reliable information,

the Reparation Commission will not
reach a decision on the moratorium
before Monday or Tuesday. Poincare,
therefore, departed to-night for a two-
day visit at his country home.

Berlin Fighting Hard to
Avert Impending Ruin

Wirth Cabinet to Meet With
Representatives of All Ger¬
man States to Reduce Prices

BERLIN, Aug. 26..Feverish' efforts

to check the advance of social and eco¬
nomic ruin in consequence of the rapid
devaluation of the mark and the be¬
wildering rise in prices,were continued
by the governme-it to-day.
On Monday the Wirth Cabinet will

meet with representatives of all Ger¬
man states to discuss measures to be
taken against the leaping costs of liv¬
ing and for a check on the decline of
the mark. The mark to-day showed
some improvement, going from 2,360 in
the morning session of the Boerse to
1,750 at the closing hour. A new and
severe break is expected, however, with
the opening of trading on Monday.

In the midst <>f a series of Cabinet

meetings, conferences with President
Ebert and financial experts, Chancellor
Wirth found time to-day to receive
again the leaders of the Socialist par¬ties and the trade unions. He prom¬
ised that the government would do its
utmost to relieve the sufferings of the
wage-earners in consequence of the
hourly rise in prices of necessities. A
comprehensive program toward this
end will be taken up in the state
council on Monday.
Wirth again appealed to the workers

to keep their heads and avoid any dras¬
tic action, which he said would only
aggravate the situation. In this he is
supported by the trades unions and the
Social Democrat party, who issued a
joint manifesto denouncing the agita¬
tion of the Communists, who are call¬
ing upon the workers to "take the
matter out our hands" and rebel after
the Moscow fashion.
The extent to which the moderate

Socialist Labor leaders will be able to
hold the masses under control will de¬
pend upon the government's ability to
meet the situation at home and upon
the action of the Reparation Commis¬
sion in ^Paris. That the working
classes have developed an ugly mood
is plain from the numerous meetings
held by the communists throughout the
city.
The protests of the housewives fill

the marketplaces and the stores, and
there is a general feeling of panic and
confusion in the German capital. The
only persons in Berlin who look uponthe situation with glee are in the
palace on Unter der Linden.the
Soviet embassy.where visions are
seen of another try at world revolu¬
tion with Germany as the starting
point.

Potters and Owners Fail
To Agree on Wage Scale

Conference Ends in Deadlock;
Union to Send Strike Bal¬

lots to Members
CLEVELAND, Aug. 26 (By The Asso¬

ciated Press)..The joint wage, confer¬
ence between the United States Pot¬
ters' Association and the National
Brotherhood of Operative Potters end¬
ed here to-day deadlocked over a new

wage scale effective October 1, when
the present fvage agreement expires.
Strike referendum ballots will be _ent
to the 10,000 members of the union
following an executive committee meet¬
ing here to-night, John T. Wood, presi¬
dent, announced.

If the referendum shows that the
pottery workers favor a strike rather
than to continue at work at the pres¬
ent wages, a strike will be called, Mr.
Wood said. Although there is no closed
shop, all pottery workers would go out,
he added. *

The brotherhood presented demands
at the beginning of the conference
Wednesday for a 20 per cent wage in¬
crease. The employers refused to agree
en any terms other than the present
vage scale.

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Miami-Barbados Cable
Opens, Ending Long Row
Government Grants Sanction to
W. U. After British Concern

Gives Up Monopoly
WASHINGTON. Aug. 26..The Miami-

Barbados cable of the Western Union
Telegraph Company .was opened for

'business to-day after its,use as a di¬
rect line of communication between
North and South America had beer,
blocked for more than eight months by
a controversy between the company and
the United States government.

President Harding yesterday signed a
license authorizing the company to land
and operate the cable at Miami Beach.
Florida, after official notification had
been received that the Argentine gov¬
ernment had accepted renunciation by
the Western Telegraph Company, a Brit¬
ish concern, of monopoly rights in that
country. The American company's cable
connects at Barbados with one owned

I by the British concern.
The monopoly just ended, which

barred American companies from the
east coast of South America, was the
cause of the government's refusal dur¬
ing the Wilson Administration to per¬
mit the '(fading of the Miami-Barbados
cable on American soil. Several de¬
stroyers were dispatched to Miami in
August, 1920, and forcibly prevented
operations by the cable ship. The West¬
ern Union company took its case to the
courts, but a settlement was effected on

i the basis of the Western Teleeraph
Company abandoning its rnonopoly in
consideration of similar action by the
All-America, Cable Company, which
held like concessions on the west coast
of the southern continent.

Flees Jail at Ball Game,
But Is Out Stealing Home
Prisoner Goes From Coast to
Coast on Two-Base Hit, Then

Warden Gets Him

WHEELING, fw. Va., Aug. 26..
Hurry Milton, the only convict who
ever escaped from prison on a two-base
hit, has been landed back in his cell
after a year of freedom.

Milton admitted that he had run
from coast to coast on the hit. He
escaped during the excitement of a
close baseball game at the Mounds-
ville penitentiary. The bases were full
when the batter whacked out a two-
bagger. As the crowd of convicts
danced in excitement Milton leisurely
left his post at the ticket gate, carry¬
ing all the receipts and strolled out
of the prison yard to freedom. No¬
body saw him pro< The game had been
lor a benefit fund.
Milton had won the confidence of

Captain A. W. Athey, of the prison
guards, and he was picked to handle
the box-office. The loss of the money
and the trust together added to
Athey's determination to get the pris¬
oner back. Yesterday, walking down
a back street in Wheeling, Athey saw
his man. He recognized him behind a
dyed beard and new clothes. Milton
ran, but Captain Athay outstripped
him.

'Round-World Flyers,
Adrift 3 Days, Give Up

British Aviators Decide Near

CALCUTTA, Aug. 26..The round-

the-world flight attempt begun from
Croydon, England, May 24, by Major
W. J. Blake, has been abandoned.
Major Blake, together with Captain

Norman MacMillan and Lieutenant
Mailins, who continued the flight when
Major Blake was obliged to remain in
Calcutta because of illness, will return
to London soon.
Unfavorable weather and damage to

steering gear and propeller caused the
early stages of the flight to be long-
delayed.
When taken up by the two aides

the flight was further delayed, as they,
too, encountered difficulties. They had
a narrow escape early in the week,
when flying from Lakhidia Char they
were forced to alight on the sea. They
were rescued Thursday after they had
been afloat in their plane for three
days, suffering greatly from exposure.
It was this experience, undoubtedly,
that led to the decision to abandon the
flight.

The resolution was sent over to the

Senate just in time for its arrival to
interrupt a speech by Senator Reed,
Democrat, Missouri, against what he
called "theoretical" provisions of the
coal investigation bill.

remarked the Missouri Senator when
the House messenger announced the
action of the House.

A warning to the pécule of America
ogainst a probable invasion of typhusfrom Poland and Russia was broughthome yesterday by Health Commis-
sioner Royal S. Copeland. who returned
on the French liner Fronce, which
made the run from Havre in five daysand nineteen hours, the fastest tripshe has made since 1914.
He said ho would report to Washing¬ton at once on the peril of the disease

that threatens this country, and would
tsk the people of the United States to
contribute sufficient funds to block it
.it its sourco before it is too late.
The commissioner, who has been for

several months through the stricken
areas of Poland, said that S250.000
would be sufficient to stem the tide.n

Humane to Give Kelp
'Apart from the selfish motive of

self-protection we should onen our
purse strings," he said, "and help the
Poles for humane reasons.

"1 went, through Europe up to the
Russia* boundary. While in Poland
the government and the American Re¬
lief Administration did everything pos¬
sible to assist me. The treaty of Riga
provides for seven points through
which the repatriated Poles shall be
permitted to return, the chief cne be¬
ing Baronawice. A million came
through this place last year and two
million will come this year.
Three of the seven points of entry

are without hospitals or means of com¬
bating the disease, and it will be
through these centers that the typhus
will make its raid upon the United
States.

Professor L. Tarasevitch
estimates tho number as 30,000,000,
but Dr. Rajeschman, executive head of
the health committee of the League
of Nations, informed me in Vienna
that the number may have been as
much as 46,000,000."

Fifty Wounded,
Three Killed in
Havre Strike

Two Civilians Among Dead!
in Pitched Battle Between

, Soldiers and Rioters:
Thousand Are Captured

Americans Are Marooned
¡Crowded in Hotels While

Awaiting Sailing of Liner
Savoie; Port Is Tied Up

HAVRE, France, Aug. 26 (By The
Associated Press)~-Several hundred
Americans are crowded in the hotels
here awaiting the sailing of the French
liner Sa-yoie, the departure of which,
tentatively fixed for to-morrow, is un¬
certain owing to the complete tie-up
of the port through the genera! strike
which has gripped practically all the
industries here for many days.

Hotel prices are rising constantly
and, with the complete cessation of
trolley cais, taxi drivers are charging
the Americans exorbitant rates for
transportation and are making small
fortunes.

The Franklin Club, in which a thou¬
sand rioting strikers had taken refuge",
was captured by the troops late to¬
night.
The total casualties for the day r-um¬

ber three killed and about fifOy
wounded. Two of the dead are civil«**
ians.
The strike has prevented the un¬

loading of the American freighters
Effna and Hastings. The Effna is
loaded with cotton from Galvestpn and
the Hastings with cotton and coffee
from Mobile. The American freighters
Olen and Dryden managed to depart
for other ports.
Eighteen thousand men have struck

in sympathy with the 10,000 metal
workers, who refused to return to work
for the last two month3, unwilling to
accept a 10 per cent reduction in wages.

Only 600 troops are used in the pa¬
trolling of the wharves and streets, but
large reinforcements are ready just
outside the city in case of any emer¬

gency. All the loose paving and build¬
ing stone has been removed and car¬
ried away by the troops so as to avoid
the use of this material as missiles by
the strikers.

Fight With Troops
Stone throwing was resorted to by

strikers and their sympathizers against
the troops and police guarding the
Central railroad station this evening.
Military reinforcements were sent for.
Some of the younger soldiers object¬

ed to obeying orders when cota-
-1-

manded to charge the workmen. Betfe
eral of them were reported placed un«»
der arrest.
The crew of the Savoie showed no

disposition this evening to return to
work on the liner.

Arnold P. Köhler, Coroner of Ñas*
sau County, announced yesterday afte;?*»
noon that he would conduct a rigid In¬
vestigation into the d«-a*h of Mrs. Rob¬
ert C. Wainwright, of Springfield, JIL,
who died of bichloride of mercury
poisoning in Nassau Hospital in t,h«*f
morning. The case has already been
called to the attention of the police
and the District Attorney by John C.
Wait, a lawyer with offices at 233
Broadway, a friend of the family.
